elbow 
was shattered, two horses shot 
under him and then he had to give it 
ui>. 
Th is wa« at the battle of 
F a ir 
Oaks as Federals called it, for Seven 


Fines, aH the Confederates called 
it. 
He interspersed a great deal of 
in­ 
teresting war history with his rem arks, 


gave a glimpse of the working of the 
mind of the great Lincoln. 
The Freed ­ 
man's Bureau of which G eneral 
H ow ­ 
ard was the head, was an idea of L in ­ 
coln's. 
G eneral Howard took hold of 
this and organized the freedmen after 
the w ar 
Thousands of orgaul ations 
were effected. 
He established schools 
and w hile the Freedm an’s Bureau bus­ 
iness became unpopular and put Gener- 
Howard at a 
discount before the 


>eoplo, it had in it the seeds of good, 
nd G eneral Howard is still carryin g 
ut the idea that the people of the 
South, must be educated in order to 
make them 
better citizens. 
He in- 
tanced, us a common 
thing in the 
South, a fam ily of father and mother 
and thirteen childreu and none of them 
could read nor w rite. 
His school, the 
Howard institute, got hold of a son of 
this fam ily and taught him to read and 
w rite and this began to work a revo l­ 
ution in this fam ily. 
The same thing 
>ccurs In other families. 
The general 
made an eloquent plea for good, broad 
citizenship and his talk was well re­ 


ceived.

cut to St. M a rk ’s. 
I was in no w ay sur­ 
prised, but it wa~ the longest short cut 
I ever saw. 
I had not proceeded far 
from the Grand Canal before I found 
tne streets running at all conceivable 
angles, and utterly regardless of the 
points of the compass. 
To add to the 
difficulty, some of the streets 
were so 
narrow that I easily placed a hand on 


each of the opposing w alls at once. 
In 
one oi' two instances 
I 
could even 
have reached inside the buildings.

could not tell whether I was in a busi­ 
ness street or a blind alley. 
It seemed 


blind alleys. 
I did run into one or two 
such alleys, but generally I found that 
at the end there was generally a cor­ 
ner where you could edge thru Into an­ 
other street. 
Perhaps the next street 
would be 5 or 6 inche« wider and 
then 
I felt encouraged, 
Th e buildings were

This m arket is near the bridge R ia l­ 
to and 1 soon found uiyselt in St. M a rk ’s 
Square.

At two o clock Tuesday afternoon, 
July 3. 1900, Dr. Uriah C hittendea Roe 
died at his home in Franklin Grove, 
aged To years, t* months and 2 days. 
Dr. Roe was born in 
Lyon county, 
Kentucky. J a n u a ry 1, 1325, an 
was the 
eldest of nine children of Dr. John and 
Elizabeth Ann (Lyon) Roe. 
His m a ­ 
ternal g ra n d fa the r, Col, Mathew Lyon, 
had a r a the r romantic history. 
He 
was born in Ireland and 
when but a 
boy. ambitious to try his fortune in the 
new world, he secreted himself aboard 
a vessel bound for America. 
On his 
arrival he vra? sold for his passage 
money to Governor Chittendeu of Ver­ 
mont for a yoke 0 ? oxen. 
T he govern­ 
or took a deep interest in the spirited 
lad, educated him and in d u e t i m e g a v e 
him the hand of his d au g hter in m a r ­ 
riage. 
He arose to prominence in his 
adopted state, at one time representing 
it in the national congress. 
The m other of Dr. Roe was born in 
Kentucky in 1805, and was a woman of 
fine physique in early life, being six 
feet in height and well proportioned. 
Later in life she hecame very fleshy, 
and at one time weighed 
100 pounds. 
She was a woman of excellent educa­ 
tion and decided literary tastes.haviug 
given to the public two books which 
f^ad their full share of popularity — 
“ Early Scenes in Kentucky" and “ Rec­ 
ollections of Frontier Life in Illinois.’ 
bor many years Mother Roe was a con­ 
spicuous figure in the Franklin d ro v e 
camp meetings. 
8>ne died at 
a vener­ 
able age in 1887. 
The father of Dr. Roe 
was born in 
P hila d e lphia In 1800, and came to 
Ill­ 
inois in l s27, stopping first at Spring- 
held, then a more hamlet, 
in 1833 he 
went te G alena, but finally decided to 
locate n ear Rock River, which he did 
the following year at Lighthouse in 
<>g!e county, seven 
miles north 
of 
F ranklin Grove. 
He was one of tho 
pioneer physicians of N orthern Illinois, 
his practice extending from Galena to 
LaSalle and from Lake Michigan to 
the Mississippi. 
1 he subject of this sketch was but 
an infant when the family first settled 
in the wilderness of Illinois. 
H e a t ­ 
tended school at Mr. Morris, read m ed­ 
icine with his father and began prac­ 
tice at 1 ■' years of age. 
At 21 years of 
age he entered 
the Ohio Botanical 
Medical College, from which he g r a d ­ 
uated. 
He has practiced in a num ber 
of states and while on the Pacific slope 
met with an accident t ha t for som 
v ears caused him to walk nearly doub 
iod up with his head near the ground 
W hile in New York with determined 
self-treatment, he cured himselfof this 
misfortune and became straig ht as an 
Indian. 
He finally settled in Franklin 
Grove, near his early home, in 
1870, 
where he has since lived, g re atly hon 
ored and respected by all 
who knew 
him, most of the time engaged in the 
m anufacture of family medicines. 
The doctor was a progressive man in 
many ways. 
R eared a Methodist and 
early ordained to its ministry, his views 
later became somewhat changed and 
he connected himself with the Chris 
t.an Adventist church as one of its 
ministers. 
In politics he was first a 
democrat: from 18t50 to U72 a republi­ 
can; later an independent, 
but never 
had time for office seeking. 
Dr. Roe was married in February, 
1810. to Miss Aimeda 
Brown, whose 
parents came to Illinois ia 1837. 
She 
died in 1882, leaving seven children. 
In 1883 Dr, Roe married Miss Mary E. 
Edmunds, d a u g hte r of Isaac Edmonds 
of Compton, by whom he had four chil­ 
dren. 
She died some two years ago. 
T he funeral services were conducted 
on T hursday at 3 o ’clock at the M etho­ 
dist church in Franklin Grove by Rev. 
Mr. Tibballs of Rochelle. 


and strong by an insatiable love of 
goo i literature. 
The g a rnerings of 
years of good reading, and her faith in 
the Book of Books were the unfailing 
fountains from which she drew c o m ­ 
fort and courage during 
her eig ht 
years of total 
blindness. 
W hen 
her 
keen intellect came thus to be shut in 
with itself these fountains never 
ran 
dry, but gave wings to the quickened 
fancy, often bearing it into hig he r r e ­ 
gions of poetry and song. 
1 he appended lines to the 
r iv e r she 
loved are only a few of the many she 
composed without putting pen to paper 
as she “ sat in d ark n ess” but “ not men* 
ta iy blind." On the re turn of her son, 
Mr. Fred A. Watson, from a c a rria g e 
trip up the river to Rockford, she plied 
him 
with questions as 
to different 
points on the route, with 
which she 
had been familiar in her girlhood da vs 
— the spring by the roadside near By­ 
ron. the narrow pass 
beneath 
the 
btUuS, and so on, and 
was assured 
by 
him tha t they 
were still n o ta ­ 
ble features of the 
drive. 
T he in­ 
cident touched 
her and 
turned 
her 
thoughts 
afresh 
to 
tho beautiful 
stream, 
in a few* days she 
repeated 
the lines referred to, 
and 
they were 
taken down 
by one of tho 
family 
W bile not faultless in rhythm they 
still have many touches of tru e poetry 
and pathos and are uot often excelled 
by one who has passed seventy-five and 
makes no pretensions to verse: and be t­ 
ter still, they reveal something of the 
deep currents of the composer's soul
